Cite Grievances 


Librarians were up in arms yes- 
terday over the treatment they re- | 
ceive from the city, contending that 
they are looked upon as a “step- 
child” by the administration. 

In a statement issued by the 
United Staff Association of the 
Public libraries, the present admin- 
istration was asked to terminate the 
custom of treating the public libra- 
rians of Greater New York as 
“Father Knickerbocker’s stepchild.” 

There has been no general in- 
crease in library salaries in ten 
years, it was stated. 

The Association approved the re- 
port of an impartial inquiry made 
by the Citizens’ Committee on the 
status of librarians and recently 
submitted to the Mayor and Board 
of Estimate, that 
funds be provided in the city budget 
to give all public library employees 
regular increases of $120 a year, 
and $240 for administrative posi- 
tions, and to bring their salaries 
and increments into line with those 
received by other comparable city 
employees. 

To establish the principle of an- 
. nual increments in the library sys- 
tems would cost about $185,000 ad- 
ditional during the first year, it was 
stated. 


NO INCREASE IN 10 YEARS 


“There hasn't been a general in- 
erease in the salaries of library em- 
ployees for about ten years. This is 
the situation which confronts the 
present city administration. 

Father Knickerbocker, too, has 
skimped on buying new books for 
the public libraries and replacing 
those that are dilapidated and worn 
out.” The statement read. “Half a 
million dollars is needed right now 
for replacements, rebinding and new 
books in the New. York system 
and there are corresponding 
needs the Brooklyn and Queens 
systems. While the number of 
readers has increased, the number 
of books has diminished. And as 
for magazines, the supply hs been 
cut in half.

The Airplane Deal 


„ The promised Tory “bombshell” on Roose- 
velt’s so-called secret“ plane dealings with 
France has turned out to be a first class 
“dud.”

A Bill to Be 
Defeated 


„ Twenty-four hours after the 1939 State 
legislature opened Sen. McNaboe had the 
temerity to introduce virtually the same 
stormtrooper bill against civil rights that he 
wangled through the legislature last year. 
Everyone knows the story of that bill. The 
people overwhelmingly repudiated it as an 
out-and-out Hitler assault against demo- 
cratic liberties. Gov. Lehman forthrightly 
vetoed it. The bill should by no means get 
that far this year. 


Just as the one provided last year, this 
bill purports to exclude from civil service 
and teaching positions all who advocate 
“Communism.” But it is obvious that it is not 
merely against the Communists—who are 
the most energetic defenders of democracy 
but is to be a club for wielding against any 
and all other progressives as well.

On the basis of verbatim 
excerpts, the Post declared: “the 
Coughlin article and Goebbels’ 
speech are so closely parallel that 
the only conclusion to be drawn 
is that Father Coughlin borrowed 
heavily from Goebbels’ speech.” 


ANTI-LABOR RECORD 


Anti-Labor: Coughlin has sug- 
gested that the trade unions are 
unnecessary to labor. On October 
10, 1934, the Detroit Times quot- 
ed him as saying: “Make the 
U. S. Department of Labor a real 
power. Let it take over the func- 
tions of collective bargaining ... 
Let it supplant the A. F. of L. 
entirely.” (This was before the 
formation of the CIO, which he 
has since frequently attacked.)

Schermbs of Cleveland, a Cough- 
lin backer, said in Rome: 
“Coughlin wants protection for

Red-Baiting: During the 1936 
campaign, Coughlin called Pres- 
ident Roosevelt “a liar,” “anti- 
God,” and “a Communist.” To 
him the mildest liberal, including 
Secretary Perkins, is a Commu- 
nist. On this subject Mrs. Dil- 
ling’s hysterical Red Network is 
his source book. 


In February, 1934, he had 
called the attack on notorious 
Mayor Jimmie Walker of New 
York “a Communist pict,” nam- 
ing as leaders of the plot Rev. 
John Haynes Holmes and Rabbi 
Stephen Wise. In a remarkable 
interview at Des Moines, quoted 
in the National Farm Holiday 
News (in September, 1936), he de- 
clared: 

“We are at the crossroads. One 
road leads toward fascism, tne 
other toward Communism. I take 
the road toward fascism.” He ad- 
ded, “The crisis will come before 
1940 .. . if a Communist govern- 
ment is elected, I will be out 
fighting with a gun. You can 
quote me on that.” 

Reactionary and Nazi Support- 
ters: Among Coughlin’s friends 
are Tom Farrell of Youngstown 
Sheet & Tube Co., who gave 
Coughlin steel for his church; 
Pres. James H. Rand, Jr. of
